"But there is surely one great coun- 


try which by community of language 
religions, blood, origin and even In- 
stitutions is well fitted to understand 
us and a country which we should br 
well fitted to understand. Need 1 say 
that the country to which 1 refer is 
the United States? Some foreign crit 
ics, cynical, by profession and train 
ing hold tho view that the friendship 
now happily subsisting between th 
English speaking peop'e on both side 
of. the Atlantic is but the growth o 
the 
moment 
and 
depends upon a. 


transitory 
community of Interests. 


.They affect to believe that when this 
disappears friendship will also disap- 
pear. They hold that if British trade 
should feel injured by some inconven- 
ient tariff, immediately the sentiments 
so generally felt at this moment in 
Great Britain toward America would 
vanish like the l-jsvcs in autumn. 


-•It was ia this hall in 18S6 that I 


first spoke ol the international rela- 
tions betweaa the United States and 
England—in those dark days of tho 
Venezuelan controversy, when .public 
feeling in America, had been aroused 
l>y the wholly unfounded suspicion 
that we had some designs of empire 
in South America and when, by a nat- 
ural reaction, we felt that our breth- 
ren on the other side of the water had 
neither Judged aor treated us with 
knowledge and fairness. I then ex- 
pressed my firra faith that tne time 
would came when all speaking the 
English language 
and 
showing the 


Anglo-Saxon 
civilization 
would 
be 


united with a sympathy which no mere 
political divergence could permanently 
disturb. 


"And if I am riglit and that.common 


sympathy be implanted deep in the 
breasts of these two great nations, 
there cannot be a greater guarantee for 
future peace, freedom, progress and 
civilization, not only of this or that 
country or community alone, but of 
tho whole human race."

He read all of his letters per- 
sonally and was in the habit of pulling 
them ont of his pockets when he came 
into the chamber, utilizing the time 
while other business was going on, so 
that he could watch the routine busi- 
ness while ho attended to his mail.

Among 
the natives of India the green peas are 
eaten as a vegetable, the nival is ut-ed for 
porridge, and the young plants are tv.u-n 
as salad and sometimes cooked like spin- 
ach.The leaves of the cjain are viscid, 
with n secretion which contain-; oxalic, 
acetic and malic acids, the first of the'-e 
predominating. The forage i-s said to be 
actually" poisonous to hor-es oa account 
of the ezcoas of oxalic acid in the leaves. 
Cattle eat it. but it often proves injuri- 
ous to them, although to a less, extent 
than to horses 
However, this crop is 


not ordinarilv grown as a foiage crop, 
but for tho seeds, and tho seeds alone 
are nsrcl :u India for feeding purpose-.. 


Gram h:is been gn.>wa experimentally 


at the gr.iss garden in YTabhingt«n and 
seed has also been distributed tu a lim- 
ited number of farmers in -ra ions parts 
of the country. The reports concerning 
it were uot very favijablu i-sceyt from 
borne parts of Colorado, Wyoming, 
Utah, Idaho and Montana. In the grass 
earden of the department of agriculture 
it did cot CTOV> lugher than from ci ;ht j 
to ren inches rnd tho seed production ' 
was vory moderate. The newspaper re- 
ports of" this -pea grots n in the Rocky 
ffioT.ntuin rrsriona mention yields esti- 
mated At the rate of 90 bushels to the 
acre, bat this ia very unusual. The 
average crop in India, ia about ten 
bushels to the acre and the highes-t 
yields do not esceed 25 bushels, the 
latter only when grown en the best soils 
under thft most fax*orable conditions. 


In (omiBoa with other leguminous 


crops grain is dependent on the presence 
of certain organisms in the s=oil for its 
ability to absorb nitrogen from the air 
and it i» po^iblo that the lack of suc- 
cess with this crop in the eastern ttates 
has been due to the absence of tho par- 
ticular tubercle forming bactens which 
are parasitic upon thin plant. To deter- 
mine finally upon this jumt importa- 
tiom could be made of boil upon which 
this c rop has beeu grown or pure cul- 
tures could be secured of tlw organism 
it-elf and 1ho soil or seed inoculated l>e- 
fore planting, as has been so bucces.sfnlly 
done ia the ease of the hairy vetch at 
the Alabama experiment station 
If 


tUis crop will yield even 25 bushels per 
acre during average seasons, it will 
prove a valuable addition to western 
forage cropb on account of tho high 
teadin" f alw nf its seeds.

Smith • f the department of agriculture, 
who c< icludes by advising western 
farmers to bo cautious about investing 
t,x> mnch money or devoting too much 
land to tho cultivation of the Idaho 
pea, chirfc pea or gram until fuller and 
more extended tiials have been made.

THE CATBIRD'S FL'GHT. 


orty Birds to tho Rcseao—How It V.*a» 


finally Set *>ee. 


"Going through the -woods one day," 


•aid a lover of birds "I saw a catbird 
vith one of its wings v,anght on a brier 
nsh. There was a clump of briers 
ere, -with a narrow opening at ono 
alace between two of the Ircshes. Tne 
atbird bad tried to fly through that 
opening and had made a miscalculation 
and got one of its wings impaled on a 
born. The other wing was free, end 
t was flapping that and trying to get 
clear of the bosh. 


"Arcnnd this tush there must have 


;een at least 40 other birds, of one kind 
or another, catbirds aud brown thrash- 
ers and wrens and grass chippies, and 
go on, that bad been attracted by the 
unfortunate catbird's cries and its ef- 
iorts to escape, and that appeared to 
sate gathered there to help it. They 
Buttered about close to the bush, flying 
around at a greatrate and making a lot 
of noise, but not really doing anything. 
Some of the smaller birds would fly 
around very close to the bush or even 
fly under it, and I imagine some of the 
bigger birds saying to seme of these 
venturesome little fellows, 'Here, yon 
brown thrasher, yon, why don't you get 
under Mm there and push on his wing?' 
But the brown thrasher -would only go 
about so close. He wasn't going to get 
caught;. What the birds would have 
done finally I don't know. I think they 
wonld have lelped the catbird in some 
way, but I undertook to help ife myself. 


"Of course I couldn't go right up to 


it, for that woulu have frightened it, 
and may be made it hurt itself even 
worse. I had with me a sawed off broom 
stick that I carried for a walking stick, 
and I undertook to free the catbird 
with that. I thrust the stick through the. 
brier bush, all the other 40 birds look- 
ing on, and brought the end of it gen- 
dy^gainsi tie ca*bird*s*fi3s"!£«idpush- 
ed the wing oS the thorn. But in start- 
ing away the catbird got the -wing 
caught again on another thorn. That 
was bad, and I stood off a minute de- 
liberating about -what to do next, the 
whole flock of biid« still fluttering 
round and the imprisoned catbird now 
pretty nearly esbansted. It was a time 
to drop all ceremony, and I simply 
walked tip to the bush and took the cat- 
bird off the thorn with my hands. 
> 


"Just beyond the brier bushes there 


was a smooth grassy spot in the woods 
and I laid the catbird down there, the 
whole lot of birds that had been hover- 
ing about the brier bush following 
along, more or less near, and baugiuj; 
around there. Pretty soon the catbird 
got up and flew to a little tree nearby, 
It wasn't strong, but it could By and jts 
wiags were all right. When it flew »p 
into the tree, all the other biros flew 
away. Frouu the tree the catbud 
its thanks to me, and there I left it "— 
New York Sun.

provement. 


The solicitor said that it would cost 


more to open the street at a width of 
66 feet than it would to open it SO feet 
in width because the city already 
owns much of "the street at the latter 
width.
